Referring to the Interview Summary of the telephone conversation with Office of 
Applicant's Representative (ms. J. Hill) Supplemental Amendment E filed 9/29/2003 and 
entered as Paper No. 22 forms the basis of this Office Action, said this Office Action 
replacing the Restriction Requirement mailed 9/24/03. In Amendment E, in conjunction 
with Amendment D filed 6/19/03, Applicant substantially amended both outstanding 
independent claims 1 and 13. While in Amendment D new claims 19 and 20 had been 
added, in Amendment E Applicant has cancelled claim 19. 



Election/Res frictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 , 3-5, 7-9 and 11-12, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified 
in class 257, subclass 329+. 

II. Claims 13, 15-18 and 20, drawn to a method of making a semiconductor 
device, classified in class 438, subclass 156+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, unpatentability of the Group I invention would 
not necessarily imply unpatentability of the Group II invention, because the device of the 
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Group I invention could be made by a process materially different from that of the Group 
II invention. For example, the process of claim 13 can be materially altered by forming 
and defining the plurality of first semiconductor regions and the plurality of second 
semiconductor regions by a single step using a blocking mask rather than separately. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, the fields 
of search are not co-extensive and separate examination would be require, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
